Does 
the government intend to pay Mrs. Gowan- 
lock, the widow of Gowanlock who was killed 
by Indians at Frog lake during the late 
North-West rebellion, in the same manner 
and te the same extent us that paid Mra. De- 
laney,” Hon. Mr. White stated that Gow 
aul ck was not an employee of the govern. 
ment, as was Dolaney, and the widow was 
not therefore entitled to a pension. Moreover 
the firm of which Gowanlork was a member 
had received a bonus of $4,200 for the con- 
struction of a mill, which never had been 
completed, and Mre.

THE FISHERIES TREATY. 

The treaty lately anreed to by the commis- 
sioners of Great rita, the United States 
und Canada repatdir'y tlie rights of cle States 
to the fisheries of Canatia provides that Unit- 
ed States fishermen shall not take fleh within 
three, marine miles of Cavada's Afisutic 
shores, of in bays further inshore than where 
they ate ten miles wide. Besides; they! are 
excladed from certain larker buys, aud ure 
allowed the navigation of the narrower 
atraite of Caneo between Nova Scotia and 
Caps Breton by special provision. They 
are not exclude | fornrtHudsvo bay. United 
States fishing vessels are allowed to enter 
Cina ian ports for shelter, vod, water and 
repdirs Without port charges, and to sell or 
tranship fen, pairchasd supplies and ship 
Crews in case of distrrss or necessity subject 
to customs regulations. Canadian vessels 
have equal privileges in United states ‘ports 
on the Atlantic coast only. United States 
fishing vessels, must be numbered; by the 
United States to be -rcognized | ap. euch by 
Canada. The extgeme penalty for dtlawfal 
fishing is ‘forfetttire ot buat atid cargo. 
Should the United States hereafter remove 
the duty on Canadian fish and fish: products 
their vessels will be allowed to enter Cauadi- 
an ports freely for the purchase of provision 
seines, lings, etc., with the privilege of trad- 
ing for bait, transhipment of catch and the 
shipping of crews. The British comumission- 
ere dother offered, altogether outside ‘tha 
treaty, to extend the latter privileges to 
United States fishing vessels for a period of 
two gears front the present tine in ‘consid: 
eration of the payment of an annual license fee 
of $1.50 per ton. Nay 

Canadu’s contentions in this matter under 
the treaty of 1818 were that she had the sole 
right to all dsherice for three miles outside a 
line drawn from headiand to beadlund ; which 
would give her exclusive righte in | Hudson's 
Bay ; and that fur the protection of her fish 
erics within these Ihalite it wus necessary and 
she had the sight to exclude United States 
fishing veotels from the privileges of Canadi- 
an ports, either altogether or under serious 
restrict. Under the present treaty she 
has abandoned the headiand theory, thereby 
WINE vy the eser hart ‘of the exclusive 
jurisdiction which she formerly claimed, and 
has also abandoned many of her restrictions 
on United States fishiny vessels visiting her 

ports and offered to abandon the remainder 
for two yearsin consideration of a license fee 
of $1.50 a ton, or forever in consideration 
of her fish being admitted free of duty to the 
States. It is apparent that Canada has given 
up at lvavt half of what phe was guaran: 
teed under the treaty of 1818. But she has 
done more. Taktiop the late aasertions of the 
present administration as facts, it was neces- 
sary for the adequete protection of the fish- 
erles to deny United states ishing vessels the 
privileges o ‘Canadian porta, If that 1 
true Canada has’ not only ‘abandoned halt 
hor inshore finherier, but has lost the means 
of protecting the remaining half. To make 
more civar the fart’ thut the value of the fish: 
erles retained has heen reduced to almost 
nothing, the coniminsionera offered to sur- 
rendor whatever port privileges arc yet de- 
nied for two years fora merely nominal con- 
sideration, A treaty which gives up such a 
larye part of the contentions of the adminis: 
tration which negotiated it can only be 
termed a surrender, nota treaty. But what 
marke it most distinctly as an abject surren- 
der of Canadian rights ie the fact that while 
the United States le allowed euch important

TO INTENDING SETTLERS. 


Ata late meeting Moser. W. 

Walker and Chas. I.. Shaw were appointed'a 
committee to communicate with n par- 
ties connected with the crofter movemenutin 
Scotlend, with a view to ditecting their at- 
tention bo the special advantages which Not- 
thern Alberta offers aga field for the settle. 
ment of that class. In pursuance of this ob. 

ect the following letter has been addreseed 

y Mr. Walker to Alexander Mackenzie, edi- 
tor of the Scottish Highlander.” of Invet- 
ness:, 

Dear Sin, — i learn from the “Globe” of a 
recent date that it is vour intention shoztly 
to start for British Columbia, with the view 
of selecting a suitable district for the sett! 
ment of a numbur of erofters from Iuveruese 
shire. And as I have very recently opened 
communication with Alexander Morrison, 
Esq., of Stornoway, who intends soon to 
start on the same mission, I now take the 
liberty of bringing before your notice a few 
facta that make this part of the North West 
specially suitable for the object that you 
have in view. 

Edmonton is beautifully situated on the 
North Saskatchewan river, on which smali 
steamers ply to and from Winnipex, and is, 
owing to tte many natural advantages (in- 
cluding fertility of soil, which is not surpassed 
in the North West) admirably adapted for 
mixed faruting and stack saising. Ita central 
— ite abundance of timber, ite Mmit - 

ess wealth of coal, and its immense trecte 

of fertile plain, together with its healthful 
climate, protwwise to make this. portion of the 
North-West settle up.and develop with great 
rapidity,om the arrival of the railway. In- 
deed many predict that ere long Edmonton 
will be a second Winnipey to a still turther 
North-West. 

One of the principal advantages that the 
North-West has to offer is that the extent of 
rich, rolliag: prairie is so vast that the settler 
can select his 320 acres and commence to 
break up his land at onee, without the ex. 
pense and delay occastoied by clearing. And 
yet we have sufficient timber for all ordinary 
purposes, there being as it were alternate 
timber and fertile prairie land. ‘This is of 
great importance as it enables the settler to 
havea return the first vear. Tne North- 
West has room for all the British erofters that 
choose to come, and still, like Oliver Twist, 
ask for more. It is not som British Colum- 
bia. Bearing on this point is the following, 
which appears in a recent issue of the Otta- 
wa Journal.“ 16 is entitled, An opinion 
from British Columbia on the emigration 
scheme.” 

Capt. Irving, of Victoria, B. C., wha was 
in town yesterday, expressed himself pretty 
freely on the big scheme for settling the 
Highland crofters on Vancouver Island. He 
is one of the biggest steamboat owners on the 
Pacitic coast, and appears to know what he 
is talking abont. The scheme’ he said, is 
a wild one. Thecrofters would prove a de - 
sirable class of people, but in order to benetit 
the country they will have te arrive in emali 
numbers. To being out six thousand erofters 
at once means ruin for all. From three to 
four hundred could be placed aunually with- 
out trouble. There are special circumstances 
in connection with Vancouver island which 
ko to mak e it impossitle for wholesale immi- 

ration to pticceed. Farming lands cannot 

: Cleared except for a considerable sum per 
acre, and the croftcrs possess little capital 
It is donbtfal whether the provincial govern- 
ment will support any scheme — a 
gunranter of $750,000 to bring out the iami- 
rants. People on the coast are nearly ail 
of ny opinion in the matter, and we are glad 
to find that our timber, Mr. Chisholm, now 
in Ottawa, holds the same views.” 

Prior to 1881 the majority of those who 
settled here came from British Columbia, 
wich little or nothing, aud the mont of thew 
are now id good circumstances. Taeir opin: 
ion is that the advantages which the North. 
West has to offer the agricalturist and the 
breeder of stock are wreater than can be had 
elsewhere. British Co umbia certainly has 
the advantage over us in timber, but we have 
more than an equivalent in our vast expanse 
Of fertile prairie; and, as I base already re- 
marked, we have sufficient timber for ail or- 
dinary purposes,

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HUNGRY INDIANS. 


A public interview between the assistant 
Indian commissioner and the chiefs Alexan- 
dre and Michel, with their councillors, was 
held at the police) barracka, Elimontén, on 
Thureday forenoon, Major de Balinhard, 
Iudlan agent, Supt: Griesbach, Lusp. Casey, 
H. 8. Vonnv, of the H_ . Co., Rev. Pere 
Blanchet, D. Maloney end others were pre- 
vont. John Rowland of St. Albert interpret- 
ed for the Indians and Me. Keed employed 
his own interpreter. 

Mr. Reed sald he had come in pursuance 
of his promise of the day before to hear 
what the Indians had to say. 

Alexandre. said he apoke as it wight be for 
God and for the government on behalf of the 
poor people who could not speak for taem- 
selves. 1 don't depend on what you are 
doing heré—both of you (Messrs, Reed and 
ds Bei mern). Everytring has been wolng 
badly since you two came here, We consid- 
er that you have acted against the law. It is 
you who have caused the government cattle 
to be killed. You knew last fall that game 
and fish had failed in this country. You have 
cowe from far and you have seen no track of 
anything to kill and vat. You see how mis- 
erable the Uidiaus are here, and when you 
go back you will tell them all 1s well, 

Mr. Reed—You told me all thie when I 
saw you before, aud I gave you your auswer 
then. Tae govcrament is pretty well aware 
of the favte uf the case. My business here is 
to report the favte to the government, which 
1 will do. 

Alexandre—What lay is truth, as every. 
one who is here knows. Because it is true 1 
sent the telegram to dir John. I have wait- 
ed for an answer, but have got none. Lam 
not as wise as you. I look like a dog before 
you, but I have a mind to think of these 
things. I tullow the track of the law and am 
not ashamed. White n.en would do as we 
hive done, We killed our cattle from hun- 

er. Hunger might wake us kill each other. 
fc is as you were pushing us to do evil. That 
We here eaten Our horses and the cattle that 
the government gave us should be blamed 
on you. What the poor people are saying 
every day ringe in my ears, We do not de- 
pend on you. 

Mr. Red - Does he menn that the promis- 
es { inade him yesterday won't be kept? 

Alexandre—I am talking not of what is 
ahead but of what is behind, since last full. 
It is since then we have eaten the cattle. 

Michel -Wnon we were forced with hunger 
we went to the avent here. He spoke vell to 
us but that did not fill us. When matters 
did not improve we said, Let us see how It is 
further away. We got no answer from the 
telegram we sent. We see that nothing is 
going right from Regina. You knew that it 
was a hard year with us. If you wanted to 
gave us why did you not send the food while 
the roads were good. The Indians had asked 
Ur 500 sack of flour this winter. Me heard 
that only 300 sucks had been sent. Por 
haj-s Sir John does uot know we are atarv- 
diy.” 
Hioplying to Mr Reed Michel said that bo- 
fore sending the telegram they had gone to 
the agent and asked for food, They knew 
that next day was ration day, but they did 
not wait to sev what would be given them 
on that day. 

Mr. Roed said that the total number of 
sacks of flour asked for was 500, but tne de- 

artment were using their judguient about 

he time for delivery. 

Mr. de Balinhard said that was the trou 
ble: 200 were not to be delivered till June. 

Mr. Reed —The object of the goverument 
in not sending the flour sooner Was to assist 
the farmers of the country by buying xe 
much as porsdible from them, It was nat un- 
til late in the fall that the department found 
they could not get enough flour here, It had 
to be brought all the way from Winnipey. 
The contractor met with many accidents and 
did not wet in when agreed. The ygovern- 
ment would have delivered the flour sooner 
if they could. 

Replying to Mr. Reed Michel said that he 
had two cattle of hisown and had had five 

ira, hut they had starved to death. He 
Bad earned money by freighting but had not 
yet received it. His eon had earned some 
and had recived it.
